A Cure for Moles 


Dear Editor: 

I want to comment on the long arti- 
cle about moles by Robert H. Brews- 
ter in the September 1958 FLOWER 
Grower. I would like to take issue 
with Mr. Brewster. I live on two acres, 
mostly wooded, and have an extensive 
flower garden. For some years I had 
tried all kinds of things to get rid of 
moles. Now I have found what I con- 
sider to be the best mole-killer ever, 
and I think everyone should know 
about it. 

I use a heaping teaspoon of Paris 
green in one cup of free-running salt. 
With this I mix about two cups of 
sand, to make it run more easily and 
give it a bit more volume. Of course, 
it is not good to put salt near plants, 
so one should find a good run at the 
edge of the garden. push a stick down 
into it and drop about a teaspoonful 
of the mixture down the hole. 

The principle of this method is that 
the salt burns the mole’s feet. The 
mole licks his feet and thus gets the 
poison. I feel sure that moles never 
eat peanuts or any solid food. My 
method is also effective with baby 
moles, which cannot be caught in 
any sort of mole trap.—Mrs. Sue At- 
kinson, Tigard, Oregon.

Northern 
Pointers 


by JAMES H. BEALE 
(Ridgefield, Connecticut) 


Uncovering plants; pruning roses; 
dormant spraying; lawn care; in 
the vegetable garden; rhubarb and 
asparagus; planting trees and shrubs. 


ENGTHENING and, one hopes, 
milder days this month mean a 
chance for more work outdoors. No 
spading must be attempted until the 
‘frost is out of the ground and it no 
longer oozes up around one’s shoes 
when walked upon. Finish pruning 
and remove dead and. broken 
branches from trees and shrubs. 
Remove wind-blown leaves from 
foundation and shrub plantings un- 
less you wish to keep them as a 
mulch. 

e Uncovering plants—Do not be 
too hasty about removing mulches 
and protective burlap or other cov- 
ering from evergreens. With alter- 
nating days of northerly blasts and 
warm sun this is a particularly try- 
ing month for many plants. 

e Pruning roses—Towards the 
month’s end it should be possible 
to uncover roses, but pruning them 
too soon may result in injury to 
new growth by late frost. Where 
the winter has been severe, most of 
the canes of hybrid teas may be 
killed back to, or even beyond, the 
protective mound of soil at the base. 
Cutting back to live wood is essen- 
tial. Climbing roses should have any 
dead canes removed; if plant is 
crowded remove some of the oldest 
canes. 

e Dormant spraying—When dor- 
mant sprays such as miscible oil 
or lime-sulfur are to be used on 
ornamentals or fruit trees for the 
control of scale, spider mite, et cet- 
era, they must be applied before 
new growth begins. Select a day 
when the temperature is above 40 
and spray in the morning so that the

as possible. Grass seedlings make 
their best root growth in cool 
weather. Fertilize established lawns 
and, as soon as the surface is dry, 
use a light roller to press frost-lifted 
grasses back to the soil. 

e In the vegetable garden— 
Areas in the vegetable garden that 
were not spaded last fall should be 
dug as soon as frost is out of the 
ground. At the same time work in 
manure or compost. If either of 
these is unavailable use a complete 
fertilizer which should be raked into 
the surface soil a day or two before 
seeding. Liming, as a rule, is neces- 
sary only every three or four years. 

Peas must be sown as soon as 
the soil is sufficiently friable. St. 
Patrick’s Day is the traditional date 
but sowing two to three weeks later 
is usually satisfactory. Other vege- 
tables that may be sown as soon as 
the soil can be worked to the neces- 
sary fine tilth are spinach, carrot, 
turnip, beet, parsnip and Swiss 
chard; onion sets may also be 
planted. Cover these early-sown 
seeds with sifted leaf mold or moist 
peat moss; the seedlings come 
through this much more readily than 
through a covering of average gar- 
den soil. 

e Rhubarb and asparagus—Place 
boxes or pails over a few rhubarb 
plants to induce quicker, more 
tender growth. Fertilize the aspara- 
gus bed. 

e Planting trees and shrubs— 
Finish the planting, while they are 
dormant, of deciduous trees and 
shrubs with bare roots. (Balled or 
canned stock can be planted later.) 
Evergreens may be planted up to 
the time they show evidence of new 
top growth. They are almost always 
sold with roots balled and wrapped 
in burlap. Water all plants well. 


Question of the Month 


QO. My chrysanthemums have 
formed big clumps but the flowers 
get smaller each year. What can 1 
do to improve them so that flowers 
will be larger? 

A. Start new plants. In May take 
3- to 4-inch cuttings from the tips of 
the new growth: root them in con- 
tainers of sand, vermiculite or per- 
lite. To prevent wilting cover with 
a sheet of plastic until rooting takes 
place. Provide good light but no 
direct sun. When rooted, transplant 
to garden.®

Ramblings

Chrysanthemum cuttings; lawn care; 
planting trees and shrubs. 


|’ MOST SECTIONS of the South 

many perennials will be showing 
growth by the middle of this month. 
This is a good time to divide and 
replant them. Water the newly set 
plants with weak fertilizer solution. 

e Chrysanthemum cuttings— 
Here in the South (especially in the 
Middle and Deep South) we do not 
divide and replant chrysanthemums, 
but take cuttings in March and April 
and grow new plants. All the old 
roots from last year’s growth should 
be discarded. The use of divisions 
carrying pieces of the old roots in- 
vites trouble from both insects and 
fungous diseases. Before you begin 
taking cuttings be sure to spray the 
old clumps with a combination 
fungicide-insecticide. 

e Lawn care—March is perhaps 
the best month of the year for start- 
ing new lawns in the South, regard- 
less of whether you use seed sprigs, 
clumps or sod. There is usually 
plenty of rainfall this month and the 
increasing warmth of spring gets the 
new lawn off to a good start. Have 
soil for a new lawn well cultivated 
and fertilized. This is also an excel- 
lent time to feed established lawns. 

You may, within two or three 
years convert any old lawn, even 
though it is over-run with dallis 
grass, into a fine St. Augustine sod 
by planting 10-inch clumps every 
10 feet. Prepare the soil well for 
each clump. Work up the soil to the 
depth of at least a foot and work in 
generous quantities of fertilizer. 
Keep well watered. 

Planting trees and shrubs— 
February is normally the last month 
for planting bare root shrubs, roses 
and trees in the South, but if the 
spring is late you may handle small 
plants early this month. Try to finish 
before leaf growth begins. Con- 
tainer-grown stock may be planted 
at practically any time.®

Early planting; seeds indoors; lawn 
care; starting bulbs, tubers, et cetera; 
control crab-grass; early rhubarb; 
miscellaneous March tips. 


ARCH SNOW is good and bad. 

Good because it keeps things 
frozen and prevents alternate thaw- 
ing and freezing. Too, it brings 
down nitrogen from the air—fer- 
tilizer which costs nothing. Bad, be- 
cause when it melts, it soaks the 
ground so the gardener can’t work. 
When early crops must go in, try 
blotting up excess soil moisture with 
peat moss or vermiculite. Often 
just a little of this treatment will 
mean the difference between being 
able to plant and not being able to 
plant. 

e Early planting—Make plant- 
ings of the hardiest annuals and 
vegetables as soon as possible. If 
the soil is covered with vermictlite 
Or peat moss, usually no further 
covering is necessary if seed is 
broadcast directly in loose surface. 

No matter what you do in March 
it will probably be wrong, at least 
in part. No one can predict whether 
it will be a good year to sow beans 
and other tender seeds outdoors 
towards the end of the month (as | 
have done with success some years ) 
or whether our last frost in the 
Chicago region will come about 
Decoration Day. 

e Seeds indoors—Don't start 
seeds of tomatoes and other early 
vegetables too soon. Down towards 
the Ohio river, these can go in the 
first week in March, but better wait 
until the end of the month farther 
north. Otherwise they will be too 
big to transplant well. If you use 
the new peat-and-fiber pots you can 
start seed a bit earlier, as even large 
plants can be transplanted with little 
or no shock. 

e Lawn care—Start working on 
the lawn as soon as it is dry enough 
for your feet not to sink in. The

In April: How to collect azaleas 


better. I find that our heavy clay 
soils are ruined by the usual rolling. 
If clods are heaved out use just 
enough pressure to press them back 
into place. Avoid rolling otherwise. 

The earlier grass seed can be 
sown the better. In the spring, mix- 
tures are to be preferred as they 
usually become established better 
than a single variety. My favorite 
for this area is a mixture of MERION 
and DELTA Kentucky blue-grass and 
PENNLAWN fescue. 

e Starting bulbs, tubers, et cetera 
—Stored cannas should be started 
into growth now. Moisten them and 
place in a warm room. Start dahlia 
tubers (for cuttings), gloxinias and 
tuberous begonias. Lay them on a 
mixture of damp sand and peat moss. 

e Control crab-grass—You can 
kill next summer’s crab-grass now 
by applying the new calcium arsen- 
ate pre-emergence controls now. 
April 1 is the deadline for this over 
the southern end of the Midwest; 
April 15 from Chicago north. 

e Early rhubarb—For early rhu- 
barb, cover a clump with a bottom- 
less barrel over which a piece of 
polyethylene film is drawn. Sur- 
round the barrel with either manure 
or dried leaves mixed with a good 
chemical fertilizer. 

e Miscellaneous March  tips— 
Keep watering amaryllis bulbs to 
maintain healthy foliage. Next year’s 
flower buds are being formed now. 

Now is the time to feed the as- 
paragus bed. Pre-emergence weed 
killers can also be applied and are 
a blessing. 

Go over the strawberry bed and 
perennial border and press back any 
plants heaved out by frost action. 
Remove mulch gradually. 


Questions of the Month 


Q. I have a heavy clay soil and 
can’t raise carrots or parsnips. Is 
there any cure for this? 

A. Yes. Apply 200 pounds of 
ground limestone to 1,000 square 
feet. Work in all the organic matter 
you can afford. Coal ashes will also 
help but be sure all the soluble mat- 
ter has been washed out of them by 
winter rains before using. An even 
easier solution is to plant stump- 
rooted varieties like OXHEART carrot 
or SHORT-THICK parsnip as these 
don’t need deep soil. 

Q. When I prune my grapes the 
sap runs for days. Is this harmful? 

A. No, this will do no harm.®

Planting subtropicals; planting de- 
ciduous_ plants; selecting citrus 
fruits; chrysanthemum cuttings. 


T’S DIFFICULT to predict the 

weather this month in the South- 
west! Temperature often changes 
from hot to cold overnight. 

e Planting subtropicals—The use 
of subtropicals is heading toward the 
northern part of California. At one 
time, tasty citrus as well as luxuriant 
tropical foliage plants were thought 
successful only south of Santa Bar- 
bara. But adventurous gardeners 
with the aid of alert nurserymen 
have tested stocks so that the list is 
getting longer and more reliable each 
season. This is the best time of the 
year to set out  subtropicals— 
whether you’re in a borderline spot 
in the northern end of the state, or 
gardening down near the Mexican 
border. 

e Planting deciduous plants— 
Don’t overlook the deciduous plants 
—such tried-and-true items as roses, 
berry plants, fruit and shade trees 
and flowering shrubs, should go into 
the ground without delay. Other- 
wise, you either lose a whole sea- 
son’s growth or else you wind up 
buying the same items canned by 
the nurserymen so that they can be 
planted at your leisure. The only 
thing is, you'll have to pay a slight 
additional charge for the nursery- 
man’s effort in canning them up. So 
save time and money by getting 
bare-root stock in the ground now. 
Make sure that all newly set out 
stock is kept moist—not overly 
soaked, but moist enough so that 
good growth can take place. 

e Selecting citrus fruits—The 
class of fruits that hold the most 
lure, as far as home gardeners are 
concerned, undoubtedly belongs to 
the citrus tribe. If you have space 
for several trees, you might as well 
plan to have ripe fruit the year 
round. It’s possible if you plant 
several varieties of fruits. Some 
growers claim to have “fruit salad”

trees, but it is actually more reason- 
able to plant several trees of different 
varieties rather than to pick four or 
five kinds of fruit off one tree. 

The Valencia oranges yield tasty 
fruit all summer long. For a fall and 
winter crop, plant the ROBERTSON

Perhaps EuReKA is the biggest 
seller when it comes to providing 
fruits all year long. 

Should space be limited in your 
garden so that the regular-sized 
citrus trees are ruled out, then try 
some of the new dwarf types which 
can be grown in tubs or in small 
areas. They are decidedly orna- 
mental and bear regular-sized fruits. 

e Chrysanthemum cuttings— 
Chrysanthemums may be propa- 
gated by two methods: by division 
of clumps into small pieces with 
roots or by cuttings taken from new 
growth. The latter method is used 
by commercial growers and usually 
produces the best plants and blooms. 
Make cuttings now and place them 
in washed sand, keeping them moist. 
When roots have developed, the 
plants may be set directly out in the 
garden or placed in 2'%2-inch pots 
to be transplanted in April and May. 
Some varieties root more easily than 
others; often the choicest ones are 
most difficult. Put in enough cut- 
tings to allow for loss or make more 
cuttings later. 


Question of the Month 


Q. What can be used to kilt rust 
on boysenberries? 

A. There is practically no remedy 
for leaf rust on cane berries, ex- 
cept to make a thorough cleanup 
in the winter, cutting out all diseased 
canes either in February or March. 
Spraying at the time the buds begin 
to break will be of some help and 
will also control the Himalayan 
blackberry mite which causes the so- 
called redberry disease.®

Sowing annuals; planting gladiolus; 
chrysanthemum cuttings; plant per- 
ennials; eliminate soil pests. 


EVERE FROSTS ARE PAST about 

mid-March west of the Cas- 
cades—a bit later to the east. As 
soon as frost is out of the ground 
the soil can be worked and planting 
started. 

e Sowing annuals—Tender an- 
nuals such as petunias and snap- 
dragons can be started indoors now. 
Along the coast and in the Wil- 
lamette Valley they can be sown 
outdoors under a cloche, Hotkap 
or cold frame. Hardy annuals— 
zinnias, marigolds, cosmos—can be 
sown directly outdoors as soon as 
frosts are past. 

e Planting gladiolus—Plant 
corms at ten-day intervals to ensure 
continuous bloom through summer 
and fall. The first corms may be 
planted two weeks before the last 
killing frost. Most varieties take 
from 75 to 90 days to flower so be 
sure to allow sufficient time for your 
last planting to flower before frost. 

e Chrysanthemum cuttings— 
Make 3-inch cuttings from the new 
growth on old plants. Root in a 
mixture of sand and peat moss, 
vermiculite or perlite. Cuttings al- 
ways produce better plants and flow- 
ers than old clumps. When well | 
rooted they can be transplanted to 
the garden. 

e Plant perennials—March is a 
good time to set out perennials 
while they are still dormant. Order 
some of the new varieties of phlox. 
gerbera, shasta daisy and aster. 
Early planting gives the roots time 
to become established before top 
growth begins. 

e Eliminate soil pests—Use of 
chemicals—chlordane, Dieldrin and 
aldrin—will usually control trouble- 
some soil insects. Apply to the soil 
either in liquid or dry. form. It 
moles are a problem, ridding the 
area of soil pests will eliminate the 
moles’ favorite food and they will

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How to train the 
young shade tree 


by R. MILTON CARLETON 


ARDENERS will do well to remember, “As the | 4 
twig is bent, the tree’s inclined.” This old 


adage reminds us that the time to train a tree 
is not as it approaches maturity but during the first 
year or two after planting. 

Too many homeowners wait until a newly set tree 
has grown in the wrong direction or until the stem 
has formed a definite crook before they start trainr 
ing. By that time the damage has been done and 
only drastic remedies will do much good. Even these 
often fail to fully correct the trouble. 

The photographs that follow show a young 
Moraine locust, selected because this variety is rap- 
idly becoming a contender for America’s best shade 
tree. The same training will, however, work on elms, 
oaks, lindens, maples, beeches and most other upright- 
growing trees. They show how a combination of 
bending, shaping and pruning can train the tree. 

Timing is as important as the actual cutting and 
bending which is illustrated. At two periods during 
the growing season any breaks or cuts will heal rap- 
idly. At these times the owner can deliberately pro- | 


duce breaks in the bark or wood for training. | 


The first period is in early spring. usually in late 
March to mid-April in the area north of the Ohio 
River and east of the Great Plains. At this season, 
sap is moving actively and fills in any breaks made

winters are not severe. But where 
the winters are severe, plant only in 
the early spring. Fully dwarfed trees 
must be from 10 to 12 feet apart 
each way. A distance of 20 feet be- 
tween trees is needed by the more 
spreading semidwarf trees. 


Avoid planting dwarfs in clay, or 
in soil so coarse that it will not hold 
moisture. Good drainage is of the 
utmost importance. Dig a good- 
sized hole; fill partially with rich 
garden soil. Set the roots no deeper 
than they were in the nursery plot 
and finish filling the hole with the 
same rich soil, packing firmly about 
the roots. 

The union of dwarfing stock and 
fruit variety is easily seen. Make 
sure that this part of the tree is 
above the ground. If earth should 
cover this portion it is entirely pos- 
sible for the tree to sprout roots 
from the upper section, thus ne- 
gating the dwarfing qualities if it is 
not discovered in time. Mulch with 
any organic material. Caution: Do 
not place mulch against the trunk. 
To do so will encourage mice to 
burrow beneath and in time they 
will eat the bark and roots. Hoe 
ground around trunk to keep it bare. 

Since loss of roots invariably: 
accompanies transplanting, tops 
must be pruned back to permit a 
speedy recovery of the trees. If 
the whips are 36 to 48 inches long 
don’t hesitate to prune them down to 
about 30 inches. 


Many people make the mistake of 
leaving all fruit on dwarf trees. 
The trees set more fruit than they 


nourish to normal size; thus size and 
quality must suffer. Leave only a 
single fruit for each 8 inches of 
limb. Any heavier set should be re- 
moved promptly within three weeks 
after bloom. An excess of fruit may 
have this unpleasant aftermath: the 
tree may not bloom the following 
season.®

And with the constant appearance of 
new and different hybrids of all 
species a year-round pleasure is 
promised the gladiolus enthusiast. 

Add to these virtues the reliability 
and versatility of the gladiolus. 
Whether you grow them in rows in 
the cutting garden, groom special 
varieties to capture blue ribbons at 
flower shows, intersperse them with 
shrubbery or other plants, you can 
be certain of superlative effects. 

In the hardy border you can grow 
gladiolus in countless ways. Little 
room is required to achieve a fine 
show of color. A dozen corms of 
the same variety grouped together 
will provide flowers when perennials 
or annuals are out of bloom; among 
such bushy perennials as baptisia 
and peonies, gladiolus’ stiff, upright 
foliage and gay blossoms will give 
interesting color and contrast. Tak- 
ing up little space, drifts of gladiolus 
through the border will prolong the 
flowering season. (This is easily 
achieved by staggering bulbs set at 
two-week intervals, by planting 
small, medium and large corms at the 
same time or by using early- and 
late-flowering varieties together. ) 

For cutting you can grow quan- 
tities of gladiolus in a small plot— 
a fact which appeals to gardeners 
whose space is limited. Generally 
considered adequate for growing 
three to four hundred corms is a 
plot 15 feet square; and you can 
grow almost a thousand in a 25- 
foot-square plot. 

All gladiolus will do well in any 
garden soil of medium fertility— 
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Each of these sturdy plants 
is enclosed in its own 
wooden band which holds 
the earth firmly around the 
roots.

well drained and in a sunny loca- 
tion. Gladiolus prefer a growing 
medium with a pH of 6.0 to 6.7. 

Corms may be planted any time 
after hard frosts are past. In the 
northern sections of the country this 
is about the last of April or the first 
of May. For succession of bloom 
until fall, corms may be planted at 
two-week intervals till midsummer. 

To prepare the ground for setting 
corms, spade it to a depth of about 
10 inches. Pulverize the soil well. 
Add fertilizer mixed well with a 
couple of inches of soil at the bot- 
tom of the hole or trench. Spread 
another inch or so of soil over this 
mixture to prevent corms from 
touching the fertilizer. In ordinary 
garden soil set the base of large 
corms about 6 inches below the sur- 
face, medium-sized corms 4 inches 
below, small ones about 2 inches and 
cormlets only an inch below the sur- 
face of the soil. In sandy soils corms 
should be set deeper; in clay soils 
less deep. Many growers soak corms 
for two hours in a Lysol solution be- 
fore planting as a safeguard against 
diseases. The corms are set when 
wet. Use 1% teaspoonfuls of Lysol 
to | gallon of water if this practice 
is followed. Others incorporate 
chlordane in the soil to rid it of 
grubs, which attract moles. 

Many successful growers differ as 
to what is the best fertilizer to use 
when planting corms and for side 
dressing when plants are growing. 
Some prefer bone meal, some super- 
phosphate and others a good all- 
purpose fertilizer such as 4-12-4. 
All agree that any fertilizer high in 
potash and nitrogen is a definite 
deterrent to healthy growth. Experts 
also agree that deep and frequent 
watering (bi-weekly during dry 
weather or if the location is well 
drained), cultivation during the 
growing period and light fertiliza- 
tion produce long, stiff spikes and 
large well-shaped bloom. Heavy 
applications of fertilizer tend to 
produce better corms but at the ex- 
pense of the bloom. 

Keeping out weeds is important. 
A pre-emergence weed killer will 
keep the planting clean until spears 
have appeared and are growing. 
Afterwards cultivating and _hilling- 
up should be continued until plants 
are about a foot tall, when a mulch 
of salt hay or buckwheat hulls 
(materials which will allow the 
passage of air and water) will con-

trol weeds and reduce need for 
frequent cultivation. 

By purchasing well-stored, dis- 
ease-free corms from reliable deal- 
ers, the few fungous diseases 
common to the gladiolus will prove 
no hazard. Thrips, which plague 
most gladiolus, can be controlled 
easily by dusting or spraying plants 
when 6 inches high with a 5% DDT 
wet spray or dust and continuing the 


‘ practice every ten days until spike 


is in bud. Early morning or late eve- 
ning dusting is best. 

Cutting gladiolus for use indoors 
—or for exhibition purposes— 
should be done when only one or 
two blooms have appeared. The re- 
maining buds will usually open in 
water, particularly if a little of the 
bottom of the stem is cut off each 
day. Cut spikes early in the morn- 
ing. Use a sharp knife rather than 
clippers or scissors. Leave at least 
four of the broad leaves at the base 
of the plant to conserve the vitality 
of the corm. 

After flowers have faded, all 
stalks should be cut to the ground. 
After foliage has yellowed—usually 
in about six weeks after flowering, 
when the foliage can be easily pulled 
from the corm—corms should be 
dug and stored for a few weeks in a 
dry airy place to mature. Then any 
remaining stalks (from late-planted 
gladiolus) should be removed, the 
withered “mother” corm discarded, 
other corms separated and stored in 
a cool, dry place over winter. Many 
growers—after the corms are thor- 
oughly matured—store them in 
paper bags after dusting with DDT 
and hang them up for the winter.

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HE FOUNDATION PLANTING of the average home 

is one of the most important elements of its garden 

design—it makes or mars the appearance of the 
house from the street. The entrance facade is the face 
turned toward the casual passerby, the visual impression 
of what kind of person inhabits the house, showing what 
his tastes may be, giving an indication of his gardening 
IQ and revealing his general know-how in the way he 
has chosen and assembled the planting materials. 

If you think this is overstating the case, just take a 
drive around the suburbs of any town or city, look over 
the results of foundation planting and see what you can 
learn from what you observe. You'll see mistakes galore 
I along with some examples of excellent foundation plant- 
ing such as seen in the photograph on this page. 

On the ten pages that follow you will find suggested 
plans for planting different types and sizes of houses. 
Also, the basic “do” and “don’t” rules. 

Each house and situation offers a different problem 
to planting the foundation. It is, therefore, impossible

to set down any dogmatic rules as one planting may be 
perfect for one house and completely wrong for another. 
Look at the planting suggestions on the following pages 
literally as suggestions. The perfect planting for your 
house may be a combination of sections from several 
of the plans that follow. 

One of the difficult things when planting a founda- 
tion is to try to look at the project as a complete 
picture—we who have preferences for a single plant or 
a certain group of plants may overlook this as our eyes 
will always be focused on our favorite plants. 

Your local nursery or garden store can be of great 
help to you in planning your foundation planting, as 
can the catalogs of mail-order nurseries where you can 
see the eventual shape and oftentimes the color of the 
mature plants or flowers. Above all, take your time— 
make sure you have a plan before you start to plant. 


The three basic items 
in foundation planting 


7 HE HOUSE AND PLANTINGS, so happily mated 
here, will become even more beautifully inte- 
grated in the years ahead. The mingling of ever- 
greens with deciduous and flowering plant material, 
the careful scaling of shrubbery and trees to the 
house and the positions they occupy, the thoughtful 
and intelligent placement of the plant material so 
that every line of the house, every wall space is en- 
hanced—all these combine to make this entrance 
facade inviting and pleasant. 

* THE TREES—The white pine at the left is an effec- 
tive all-year screen for the service area and helps 
to dress up the blank wall of the house wing. It will, 
with little care, always be a handsome tree. The 
small deciduous tree placed between the windows, 
left, was chosen to be in scale with the one-story 
house. A second flowering tree (far right) screens 
the bedroom window from public area view. 

THE SHRUBS AND EVERGREENS—Broad-leaved 
evergreens—rhododendrons, mountain-laurel, azal- 
eas—form the all-year foundation planting. At far 
left is an American holly, pruned back to keep it 
thick and bushy as it ages. Dwarf rhododendrons 
and azaleas are used below the windows to keep 
them from encroaching on the view, with taller ones 
where higher wall spaces occur. 

* GROUND COVERS—Vinca minor is used to form 
a living mulch from the house to the edge of the 
graveled driveway, cutting down on maintenance, 
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| T IS JUST AS IMPORTANT to know what not to do as it is to 
know correct foundation planting procedures. Most of the 
mistakes occur because gardeners rush headlong into the work 
without study and consideration—without really learning what 
to do or not to do. They garden in haste but they cannot re- 
pent at leisure, for with wrong plantings there usually is no 
leisure. Let us, therefore, look at some of the things to be 
avoided and try to make our foundation plantings better. 

e Don't let the foundation planting get too elaborate—it 
may become a Frankenstein monster in short order. 

* Don’t make spotty arrangements with one plant each of 
the kinds you like—you are not making a botanical display. 

e Don’t use many upright, tall-growing plants against a 
small narrow house—it will look even more gaunt. 

e Don’t choose rampant growers to get a quick effect— 
you'll get it all right, along with plenty of work keeping the 
plants in check in the years to come. 

e Don’t overplant. You may only need to put a plant or 
two at corners and by the entrance if the house is architec- 
turally good and has no particular site problems. 

e Don’t get the plantings too “jazzy” either in color of blos- 
som or leaf. Variegated and colorful plants are best used in 
moderation, primarily for accents. 

e Don’t, on the other hand, let your plantings be too dull. 
Interesting variety of texture and color is needed. 

e Don’t put high plantings in the center of each wall and 
taper it to the corners. It is better to work the other way. 

e Don’t use shrubs or plants which are ugly when bare in 
winter. Choose for all-year beauty as well as for flower and 
leaf beauty when the plant is in bloom. 

« Don't use low-headed trees close to the house placed so 
that theyll shade windows and make the interior gloomy and 
obscure the view outward. 

e Don’t use dark-leaved plants or evergreens against deep- 
colored house walls. 

e Don't plant shrubs or evergreens where they'll never have 
the proper room to develop to their full, mature beauty. Mak- 
ing narrow beds or cramping plants into a narrow wall space 
or planting them under low windows where their heads will 
have to be pruned constantly is folly. 

e Don’t use trees which grow so tall that when mature 
they'll dwarf the house. 

e Don't use little trees around a large two-story house or 
it may look like a mother hen with a brood of blossoming 
young chicks. 

e Don't make plantings of the wrong style to go with the 
architectural spirit of your house. 

Above all, don’t get alarmed at this point and feel that this 
is becoming too complex and you'll never learn how to go 
about it. You’ve now found out the major pitfalls and your 
choices have been narrowed so that you're likciy to do the 
right things, especially when you read about what to strive 
for on the opposite page.

OW THAT WE know what not to 

do, let us take a quick look at 
the principles to follow when we 
plan our foundation plantings, the 
ways by which we can relate the 
house, to its natural site and make it 
belong. The primary purpose of 
foundation planting is to soften the 
lines of the house, making a transi- 
tion between the hard, vertical, 
architectural planes and the soft, 
horizontal, natural planes of the 
garden. That it also decorates, lend- 
ing color and grace to the lines of 
the house, accenting doors, wall 
spaces, windows and other features, 


is an important part of its function, Place taller, larger shrubs at corners of house, tapering down toward center or 
but it should never be the sole and toward important feature such as doorway, with low plantings under windows. 


primary purpose in planting. 

e Place the taller, larger shrubs at corners of the house, tapering 
down toward the center (dotted line in sketch above) or toward an 
important feature such as a doorway. Low plantings under windows 
are mandatory and all other shrubs must be scaled (keeping mature 
size in mind) to the wall spaces they are to occupy. 

e Plan beds wide enough so that the plants have room to expand. 
Plant everything out from the wall and far enough apart to allow 
for growth—don’t jam them in together. You can interplant the first 
few years with annuals, dwarf dahlias and other temporary plants 
to give body and color to the beds while the permanent plants are 
making their growth. 

¢ Choose plants that will stay the height or width you need with- 
out constant clipping or pruning to size and shape. Use plants that 
will be healthy without too much nursing, that will have flowers, 
handsome leaves, colored foliage or fruits or a combination of these 
desirable attributes to contribute to your foundation plantings. 

e Use only enough plants to give the effect needed. It is no sin 
to show the joining of foundation and soil at a few points—far better, 
in fact, than to smother a good house in unnecessary masses of 
plants. A few, well-chosen plants, placed strategically to make their 
utmost contribution, should be your watchword. 

e If the land slopes, either make a feature of it or use evergreen 
plantings to give an all-year disguise to make it look more level. 
Terracing will help to pull the house on a steep slope down to earth. 
Horizontal plantings above and below the terrace aid in reconciling 
the house to its site. 

¢ Balanced, semiformal or formal plantings fit best with sym- 
metrical, traditional houses. (Most home gardeners know that formal 
gardens would not go, for example, with a log cabin!) Informal 
and asymmetrical effects, though harder to accomplish, will en- 
hance the informal and modern style of house. These may be either 
picturesque and natural or of more stylized plant material. 

@ Choose trees which are in scale with the size of the house— 
the big, tall house demands big, tall trees; a low, small house needs 
medium or small trees. 


Consider the eventual size of plant. 
Dark area is size at planting time.

BALANCE is the key to 
good modern architecture and 
plantings of modern homes should 
echo and complement this informal- 
ity. Large expanses of glass and big 
areas of textured masonry call for 
similar simplicity in the planting. 
Picture windows should remain pic- 
tures—don't put tall-growing plants 
in front of them. 

Don’t overplant masonry areas but 
use plants of open structure whose 
pattern of branching will let the wall 
show through without obscuring the 
texture of the masonry. Don't plant 
trees in spots that will interfere with 
the view from wide windows. Place 
them to one side where they will give 
shade, frame the view or block out an 
ugly telephone pole. Many plants can 
be espaliered or trained to soften an 
uncompromising wall—fruits, yew, 
magnolia, pyracantha are all good. 
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HOUSES call for ingenuity 
in planning for it is a real feat to 
enhance the house without overdoing 
it. If the house is painted barn red 
(as is the one shown here) all 
flowering shrubs should be kept in 
shades of red on the warm side— 
corals, salmons, not rose pink or 
crimson. Mollis azaleas of orange, 
coral and yellow also go well with 
barn reds. White is always a good 
foil. Evergreens should be in light, 
silvery or bluish tones with dark- 
painted houses. The same house in 
white or pale pastel colors would 
widen the color choice. Use darker 
evergreens, brilliant hues in the 
flowering shrubs and clematis. A 
pair of formally placed flowering 
trees and a clipped hedge across the 
front of the plot would be in keep- 
ing with the formal balance of the 
traditional house.

£6 this, only silvery or light green 
evergreens should be used. Because 
the house is somewhat modern, yet 
rustic in feeling, picturesque but 
somewhat stylized foundation plant- 
ings are in order. 

Several problems are immediately 
presented by the architecture. The 
bank of high windows at the right 
above the plant box means that only 
low-growing and dwarf plant mate- 
rial can be used below them. Because 
of its proximity to the door, mate- 
rial used should be of interest and 
continue in flower for some time. 
Possible choices include floribunda 
roses or hypericum HIDCOTE. 

The break in the roof line at right 
of the door would ordinarily be the 
logical spot to place the small tree, 
but because it would block the view 
and interfere with strong horizontal 
lines of the windows we position the 
tree at the left to break up the blank 
wall and provide a burst of blossom 
above the evergreen foundation 
planting. 

We repeat the foundation plant 
across the walk to echo and empha- 
size the windows’ horizontal line. 
We also partially fill the wall space, 
far left, with a medium-height shrub 
which will stay compact and not 
tower over: the low-growing founda- 
tion plants. The curving bed at left 
and above the wall, center, can be 
filled with bedding plants during the 
summer, underplanted with bulbs 
for a spring display of color, or the 
EE. bed may be filled with dwarf flori- 
bunda roses.

har PROBLEMS such as those we 
see in this picture—a house of 
moderate size, high foundations 
with windows set rather far above 
them—great care must be taken with 
the plantings to make the house 
nestle down and fit into the land- 
scape. 

To complicate matters, we find 
that the windows are all of different 
sizes and that they are placed so 
that the wall spaces which result are 
rather awkward to fill. Neverthe- 
less, plantings can not only assist 
the house to settle into position, but 
they can also make it look larger. 
The trick is to use only a few kinds 
of plants, choosing sorts which will 
stay low in growth, and to group 
them together in long lines to 
emphasize the horizontal line of the 
house. 

Choose a small tree, one which 


won't grow up to dwarf the house— . 


place it between windows. Use one 


or two tall shrubs where they will 


mean the most—at the left corner 
and in the side wall center, right. 
Using a pair of evergreens on either 
side of the entrance gives a certain 
stability, a balanced feeling, even 
though the rest of the planting is 
not bisymmetrical. 


Some of the plants chosen may be 
evergreen mixed with deciduous 
shrubs, or the entire planting may be 
evergreen or totally deciduous, 
according to the owner’s taste. But 
if we approach the planting as a de- 
sign problem first and consider the 
plant choice second, we shall prob- 
ably find that the “green clothing” 
hangs better on the bones of the 
planting.

Planting the large house

arene THE PLANTINGS to the size 

of the house. Large houses need 
wider plantings, taller trees. Some- 
times it is better to expand the bed 
to a driveway or walk rather than 
to put a hard-to-maintain ribbon of 
lawn in front of it. 

Dwarf, prostrate or low-growing 
shrubs and a generous area of a 
ground cover will keep the bed from 
becoming too important and mas- 
sive. If there is a low porch or ter- 
race, use low annuals and bulbs or 
else put in a dwarf evergreen hedge 
which can be kept clipped at floor 
level to give a crisp edge. Balance 
with a low evergreen beyond walk. 

Evergreen and deciduous shrubs 
in the foundation planting give a 


variety of texture and bloom. 
Underplant the ground cover with 
bulbs; in summer set in annuals for 
additional color.

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P ASTEL-COLORED and white houses 
can use more evergreens than 
deep-toned homes where dark 
shrubs would make for gloom. 
Here, evergreens used under the 
bow window minimize somewhat 
the decided slope, give year-round 
concealment to the foundation. 

A large evergreen anchors the left 
corner; a smaller, more open broad- 
leaved evergreen softens the right. 
Give importance to the doorway 
with a matched pair of evergreens 
and a low planting of azaleas under 
the window at right to give bright- 
ness to the spring aspect. 

Because there are such large trees 
behind the house, a medium-sized 
tree is needed to relate them to the

GG OU KEEP REFERRING to All-America winners,” 
¥{ writes a FLOWER GROWER reader, “but what 
makes a plant All-America. Is it something 

like All-America football players?” 

Actually, there is a great similarity between the way 
a plant and a football player receive the honored title 
of All-America. In essence, they have both received in 
a given year, from a panel of experts in areas across the 
country, the highest number of votes among the official 
entries. The details of the football selections are best 
left to the sport enthusiast but every gardener should 
understand the significance of the All-America horticul- 
tural award. 

All-America Selections began in 1933 with the pur- 
pose of testing and comparing new seed varieties with 
those already on the market. Almost immediately re- 
quests were received to include bulbs and plants, and 
later separate groups were formed to test camellias, 
gladiolus, roses and chrysanthemums. Test gardens were 
set up in various sections of the country. Each year 
since then entries have been received, entered and 
planted according to official rules. Plants are observed 
in flower and out and compared critically with the best- 
known similar varieties. At the end of the season the 
judges’ votes are compiled and those plants that are 
considered to have superior merit receive the accolade 
of All-America. 

Of what value is All-America to the home gardener? 
Briefly, it signifies that a plant, bulb or seed with the 
All-America emblem can be depended on as the best 
of its kind or for its purpose at the time of introduction. 
Too, the home gardener can be assured that All- 
America Selections are very widely available and at a 
very moderate price. And, if the past can be taken 
as a criterion, All-America Selections will continue to 
be highly valued for many years after their introduction. 
This is perhaps the highest endorsement that any plant 
can hope to achieve.

Plants Out-of- 
the-Ordinary 


by C.W. WOOD 
(Copemish, Michigan) 


Monarda Adam: This new monarda 
(bee-balm) from England is reported 
to be a most pleasing shade of red and 
an improvement over the long popular 
CAMBRIDGE SCARLET. I believe that 
its color, floriferousness and compact- 
ness will satisfy the most exacting 
monarda enthusiast. Plants are avail- 
able from Wayside Gardens, Mentor, 
Ohio. 

Dwarf Aster Bonnie Blue: It is 
easy to see why the dwarf Pacific or 
Oregon asters are becoming so popular 
with gardeners. In addition to good 
colors they have a long blooming 
season (August until severe frost) and 
low stature (6 to 15 inches). BONNIE 
BLUE, from Bristol Nurseries, Bristol, 
Connecticut, is very apt to enhance 
the reputation of the entire clan if it 
behaves elsewhere as it did in our 
trials. Here, it grew about 8 inches 
tall with a spread of about 20 inches 
and the entire plant was covered with 
a carpet of lovely blue-purple asters. 
This brief color description cannot 
convey the lively blue tone that sets 
it apart from other varieties. 

Maurandia_  Antirrhiniflora: This 
climbing plant in Field’s fall catalog 
(Henry Field Seed & Nursery Co., 
Shenandoah, Iowa) intrigues me. I 
believe it is the same plant which 
I grew some years ago under the 
former name Antirrhinum  antirrini- 
florum. It grows outdoors from Texas 
to California but should also make a 
fine vine for growing indoors. Flowers 
resemble snapdragons (to which 
maurandia is closely related) and 
are a pleasing violet color. If potted 
in good soil and grown in a sunny 
window with a night temperature of 
50° to 55° it should give the gardener 
no trouble and a lot of pleasure. 

Wax Bean Choctaw: The yellow- 
podded bean CHoctaw, a 1958 All- 
America Selection, certainly deserves 
that distinction. As you no doubt 
know, wax beans are generally noted 
for superior flavor and CHoctTaw 
upholds that tradition. It is round- 
podded, an attractive golden color 
and yields more heavily than any wax 


bean that I know. Most seedsmen 
list CHocTaw; last year I ordered 
from Vaughan’s, 10 W. Randolph

America Selection. In my _ opinion 
it deserves a place in the home garden 
seed list when a red-leaved variety is 
desired. Red lettuce is very attractive 
in salads. And Ruby retains its red- 
ness even during the hottest weather, 
something which cannot be said for 
BRONZE BEAUTY and EARLY PRIZE- 
HEAD, its closest competitors for color. 
If my eyes see correctly and my 
palate registers truly, I would choose 
Rusy for lasting good looks and 
EARLY PRIZEHEAD for highest quality. 
The name of the latter is misleading 
because it is a loose-leaf variety rather 
than a producer of heads. Both 
varieties are listed by W. Atlee Burpee, 
Philadelphia 32. Pennsylvania. 

Sweet Potato Bunch Porto Rico: 
Gardeners with limited space do not 
grow sweet potatoes because the 
plants take up so much space; garden- 
ers in the North do not grow them 
because their season is not long 
enough. The new variety, BUNCH 
Porto Rico, may be the answer to 
both these problems if its behavior 
continues to live up to its reputation 
and its record in our trials for one 
year. Instead of the far-ranging vines 
of the parent Porto Rico, the new 
variety is quite upright in growth 
which makes it possible to grow it in 
limited quarters. It matures almost 
three weeks ahead of Porto Rico and 
has the sweet orange flesh of the 
parent. L. L. Olds Seed Co., Madison 
1, Wisconsin, lists it. 

Ajuga Pyramidale: It is heartening 
to see that ajuga is commencing to 
get some of the recognition its many 
good features deserve. PYRAMIDALE, 
a new variety, has made a very favor- 
able impression on me. Large, indigo 
blue flowers on 10-inch stems are 
produced over a long season above 
low mats of pretty leaves. Plants are 
available from Inter-State Nurseries, 
Hamburg, Iowa. 

Sweet William Wee Willie: There 
have been so-called annual sweet 
Williams but never has one I have 
grown deserved to be called an annual 
as much as WEE WILLIE. In our 
trials most plants bloomed within two 
months after sowing and continued 
until frost. Plants bore flowers in 
all the usual shades seen in standard 
varieties of sweet William. Accord- 
ing to my notes, we had one plant 
which commenced to bloom in six 
weeks when 2 inches high and I 
understand that in warmer climates 
early blooming is common. Most 
satisfactory results follow planting 
seeds in early spring directly where 
they are to flower rather than trans- 
planting seedlings. Seeds are listed 
by most large seed concerns, including 
George W. Park Seed Co., Green- 
wood, South Carolina.®

Y INTRODUCTION TO A WHOLE NEW WAY OF GARDENING and 
M to a vegetable garden that grows alone occurred on a 
June morning when my neighbor called on the phone. 

“[ just ordered you spoiled hay,” she cheerfully exclaimed, 
“five bales—only sixty-five cents a bale—knew you'd want some 
and luckily the man had some left.” 

My neighbor has a way of knowing where wild strawberries 
grow the sweetest in June and where fringed gentian is the bluest 
in October. I always listen to her. 

But spoiled hay—this was a totally new thought! How lucky 
would my husband think we were, even at sixty-five cents a bale? 
He takes a dim view of some of my horticultural vagaries! 

And now I shall tell you all—beginning at the beginning and 
running to the end—the end of the season, that is, because there 
is no end to a vegetable garden ever. Each year the project is 
new and exciting all over again. 

We are a family of two (our grown children return only for 
visits). Our vegetable garden covers 660 square feet or the 
equivalent of 22 feet by 30 feet. Our goals are: From the first 
radish in May to the last parsnip in November, to grow a great

variety of very superior vegetables; 
to share these with friends; to freeze 
some; and to have a vegetable gar- 
den that is more fun than work! 

We like going to dinner at a 
friend’s home with a lovely crook- 
neck squash in hand, a fine ripe cu- 
cumber or a half dozen ears of corn. 
If we began to eat our frozen pro- 
duce in October we’d have enough 
to last until Christmas. But we 
don’t. Rather, we stretch them all 
through winter. 

Our vegetable garden is more fun 
than work and less effort is involved 
each year as the mulch deepens. 
We never spade it up any more and 
can’t cultivate it because of the al- 
ternating layers of hay and manure! 
We no longer need spoiled hay be- 
cause we have our newly cut fields 
raked up into two large haystacks 
when they’re mowed in August. 
These provide mulch for a year. 

If you haven't a field, spoiled hay 
from a farmer is excellent, inexpen- 
sive and usually available wherever 
there is a cow. It is clean and dry 
but not quite suitable for livestock 
feeding because it got wet during 
harvest. For the garden it is perfect, 
for as it decomposes it increases the 
organic matter in the soil. Eight 
dollars’ worth will deeply mulch an 
area 22 feet by 30 feet. In our vege- 
table garden the soil is never visible. 
At first, being a lover of rich black 
earth, I missed seeing it freshly cul- 
tivated, but now I am satisfied to 
know it is there, down under. 

You don’t acquire a mulch gar- 
den overnight but ease into one over 
a period of several years. We're still 
easing, greatly helped along by see- 
ing Ruth Stout’s long-established 
mulch garden at Redding Ridge, 
Connecticut, and reading her excel- 
lent book How To Have A Green 
Thumb Without An Aching Back 
(Exposition Press, 1955, $2.75). 


Our garden lies in full sun with 
a slight slope southward. Eight 
years of cultivating and fertilizing 
this Connecticut field have improved 
it, and now with mulch we feel the 
sky is the limit as to its potential. 

It was early July of a drought 
summer when the five bales of 
spoiled hay arrived. To my delight 
and surprise my husband was in- 
trigued with the whole idea—you 
never can tell about a man! We 
promptly piled it 8 inches deep 
around the necks of the 2-foot-high 


corn stalks. In August when corn 
elsewhere was curling and discour- 
aged ours looked healthy and rip- 
ened normally. 

We did have some ear worms on 
the corn that year and plenty of 
aphids on the broccoli. But the fol- 
lowing season no ear worms, no 
aphids. This followed the theory 
behind mulchin ant 
is less susceptible to infection, and 
mulched plants are stronger due 
to many factors. Regardless of 
drought, moisture is always present, 
keeping nutrients ever available to 
plant roots; bacterial action goes on 
at a fast rate; and worms, the gar- 
dener’s great friend, abound. 

Annually sometime during the 
winter we buy three yards of cow 
manure. This is delivered directly 
to the vegetable garden. In the 
spring it is spread. We are always 
spreading more hay and more ma- 
nure in sandwiches. 


Another angle of mulching—your 
compost pile is no longer a separate 
entity. Never again the dire an- 
nouncement—“now is the time to 
turn over the compost.” The com- 
post never needs turning nor spread- 
ing on the garden. It is already 
there. It just quietly rots in the spot 
where you put it, under a snug 
blanket of hay. Save, in a covered 
plastic pail, all vegetable greens 
from the kitchen. How benevolent 
you feel as you tuck them under the 
mulch—like dirt under the rug, only 
you aren’t being a lazy mortal but 
doing a good deed. 


So now it is early spring, and 
seeding time. You can get a head 
start in March in a cold frame with 
seeds of tomatoes, peppers, broccoli, 
lettuce, eggplant, et cetera. Or come 
May you can buy small plants of 
these. Set under Hotkaps, they 
hurry along. 

Plan for your tall crops on the 
north end of the garden—corn, pole 
beans, KENTUCKY WONDER beans. 
The low crops on the south—beets, 
carrots, radishes, peas, et cetera. 
Run rows north and south. To save 
space and increase yield drop seeds 
of beets, carrots, parsnips and peas 
in a 3- or 4-inch-wide trench in- 
stead of a single row. 

Since you are planting vegetables 
for your own use there is real ex- 
citement in eating them as soon as 
possible. Take a chance on early 
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outdoor sowing. Even if you have 
to sow some seeds over again, it is 
still worth it. 


Sowing seed in a mulched garden 
is different from regular planting. 
After all, here you are walking 
along on bouncy hay, thick as a 
mattress, seeds in hand; how, you 
wonder, do you get at the earth 
inches down! Actually, by spring 
last year’s mulch has packed until 
the earth is only 3 inches down. 

Mark a straight row with string; 
then, using a four-pronged cultivator 
part the mulch along this line. There 
beneath is the fine rich soil ready for 
seeding. (If winter has been long 
and cold, expose the soil in the rows 
to sun a week or so ahead of plant- 
ing.) Loosen the exposed soil with 
a small trowel or scratcher. The 
soil is soft and friable. No need to 
spade deeply here. Sow seeds ac- 
cording to depth required, cover, 
press firmly. As seedlings grow, 
loosen earth around them slightly. 
After young plants are thinned, and 
as they grow tall and sturdy during 
May and June, gently draw more 
and more mulch around their necks. 
By July it can be 2 or 3 inches deep 
on low crops and 6 to 8 inches deep 
on tall crops. 

Besides the hay you can use all 
grass clippings and weeds from 
other parts of the garden. A few 
weeds will grow through the mulch 
but these are easily pulled. 


Add to the mulch all vegetable 
foliage from plants that have fin- 
ished bearing. As you strip each 
cornstalk of its last ear, cut stalk 
with pruners into three pieces and 
drop them. Even though thick they 
will decompose. When the last of 
the corn is gone the stalks are too. 

While building up your mulch the 
first few years you may find you 
need additional fertilizer. Cotton- 
seed meal is fine for most vegetables, 
especially corn. 

The only care a mulched garden 
needs is a littke more mulch when 
and as the spirit prompts. Peas need 
no staking. Mulch holds them up. 

No watering is required, no seri- 
ous hoeing—merely a bit of soil 
scratching when plants are small. 
The rest of the summer the worms 
under the mulch cheerfully and skill- 
fully agitate the earth in a way that 
just suits a plant. You may as well 
take to the hammock. 
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Before we learned to mulch we 
wondered which parts of the vege- 
table garden to grass over because, 
come August when the beach issues 
its irresistible invitation, the garden 
got neglected. Now since mulching 
we are ready to extend. 

Mulch or not, the joys of raising 
your own vegetables, whether you 
grow all you eat for the season or 
just a few favorites, are limitless. 
You can enjoy varieties that are es- 
pecially delicious and tender but 
perhaps do not bear shipping so are 
seldom found in the markets. You 
can pick your own vegetables young 
—I mean really young: string beans 
2 to 3 inches long, so sweet and 
tender; peas small and sugary; beets 
1% inches in diameter. How delec- 
tably different are all these in 
flavor! 


I want to pass along our special 
way of cooking string beans. Slice 
them into %4- to '2-inch pieces. 
Start them cooking in 1 inch of 
cold water. Let boil 4 to 6 minutes, 
watching and giving more water if 
necessary. The goal is to have all 
water boiled away when they are 
done—then you get all the minerals 
instead of their going down the 
drain. Try having them a bit on the 
underdone side. Add butter just be- 
fore you remove them from the 
stove, and serve immediately. They 
are bright green—and such flavor! 

Each time you have beans for 
dinner or any vegetable, cook some 
extra to freeze at the end of the 
meal. Being already cooked it is 
so simple merely to thaw and heat. 
Doing a little at a time is always 
pleasant. There never need be any 
great freezing project in the house- 
hold, and yet at the end of the sea- 
son you will have accumulated a 
great number of little packages of 
home produce in the freezer— 
promises of many garden-fresh win- 
ter meals. And all are as delicious 
as that first night when they were 
less than an hour out of the garden. 

How convenient to walk out in 
the garden at six o’clock into the 
end-of-day silences and scents, and 
harvest dinner. How pleasant to 
pause and consider, as you. stand 
breathing in the distant fragrance of 


sweet pepper—what'll it be tonight? 


String beans, squash, corn, toma- 
toes? Probably some of everything!

Perennial Garden? EASY 


ERENNIALS ARE LABOR AND MONEY SAVERS in that 
the majority of them will increase in size and 
beauty in the same place for three or four years. 
However, it is a mistake to think that once a perennial 
border is planted, your work is over and done with 
forever. Perennials should be lifted, divided and re- 
planted every few years; otherwise plants become over- 
crowded, do not flower well, and are more susceptible 
to pests and diseases. There are exceptions, however. 
Different kinds of perennials need different handling. 
The peony, for instance, resents disturbance and will 
grow successfully in the same spot for ages. Other 
flowers, like the chrysanthemum, will do better if divided 
every year. 
Among the perennials you will find plants to fill every

From the new book Easy Ways 10 A Beautiful Garden 
by Ruth Gannon, FLOWER GROWER brings you 
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need—tall ones for the back of the border, medium 
heights for the center, lower-growing flowers for the 
foreground and very low types suitable for edgings. 
Ninety-seven perennials are listed in one current cata- 
logue. Consider that many of these come in different 
colors, forms, and sizes, and you will realize how wide 
your choice actually is. From a practical standpoint, 
however, only comparatively few may suit your needs. 
An important factor in any successful garden is one of 
elimination. For example, you simply can’t grow every 
kind of phlox in a large garden, much less in a small 
one. Therefore, be discriminating about the colors, and 
choose types which will carry your garden through the 
blooming season. Never buy just one of this kind and 
one of that or your flower bed will be a hodgepodge. 


PEONY 

The great popularity of the peony is easy to under- 
stand. Few perennials are as beautiful, as dependable, 
or as long-lived. Massive single, double, or semi-double 
blooms are produced in abundance in June. The flowers 
come in pure white; white tinged with color; pale. 
medium, or dark pink; and in tones of red. The attrac- 
tive foliage remains in good condition all season, turning 
from green to bronze in the autumn. Even a few plants 
are effective as accents in a garden and when massed 
along a fence; a row of them in bloom is breathtaking. 


Ruth Gannon, Woodbury, Conn., writes and lectures on 
arranging and house plants. Two recent books are New 
Ways With Dried Flowers; Decorating With House 
Plants. Besides gardening she loves to travel and cook. 
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Peonies are generally planted from mid-August to 
late September. However, if bought from reliable 
growers who have dug them up in the fall and stored 
them under proper conditions, they may also be planted 
in the spring. Allow 2 feet of space for each plant. If 
you plant them in the spring, be sure that the roots do 
not dry out before they are covered with earth. In the 
late fall cut off all stems and foliage at ground level. 


ASTILBE (Spirea) 

For the middle foreground of a border, astilbe is both 
practical and beautiful. Not only are masses of color- 
ful spikes produced in June and early July, but the 
foliage itself is very decorative and remains so after 
the flowers have passed. Astilbe can be planted either 
in spring or fall, and should have a deep, rich soil ca- 
pable of holding moisture. It increases in size rapidly, 
so be sure to space plants at least 1 foot apart. Astilbe 
is one of the comparatively few perennials which will 
flower in light shade as well as in sun. It is available in 
white, pink, rose and red, and will be found easy te 
grow. Divide clumps every third or fourth year. 


PHLOX 


Phlox, often called the mainstay of the summer 
border, is one of the easiest and hardiest perennials to 
grow. A far cry from the old-fashioned magenta tones 
are the exquisite new tints in which phlox is available 
today—from pink through salmon, red, blue, and violet. 
as well as white. The flower’s requirements are simple 
—well-drained soil and full sun. Phlox is a gross 
feeder, so sprinkle a trowel full of 5-10-5 or other com- 
plete fertilizer around each plant in the spring. Set 
plants at least 10 inches apart to allow for good air 
circulation. Phlox increases in size rapidly, and the 
clumps should be lifted and divided every three or 
four years. If you clip off the flower heads as soon as 
they have faded you will be rewarded with second 
bloom on the earlier-flowering varieties and you will 
also prevent seeds from germinating. These self-sown 
seedlings usually do not come true to color and for this 
reason some people believe that hybrid phlox reverts 
to magenta. This is not true; however, self-sown seed- 
lings are often so vigorous that they crowd out their 
hybrid parents. 

For the most rewarding picture in your garden, use 
phlox in groups of three plants of one color. Some of 
the red tones can clash badly with the pinks or salmon 
pinks. So decide what kinds appeal to you most and 
then plant them in groups of three. There are several

fine varieties of white phlox, and nothing looks cooler 
on a hot summer day than white flowers. So plan to 
include at least one or two clumps of white. The recent 
English introduction, Sir JOHN FALSTAFF, is one of the 
most spectacular varieties. The flower heads are huge 
and the individual flowers, 2 inches in diameter, are a 
beautiful tone of salmon pink. It is one of the longest- 
lasting phlox, remaining in good condition five weeks 
or more. If flowers are cut off it blooms again early in 
September. The plant is vigorous and the foliage a 
lustrous dark green. Truly a beauty! 


DAY-LILIES (Hemerocallis) 

Day-lilies today have been enormously improved by 
the hybridizers. They will grow and even bloom under 
adverse conditions. Naturally, however, they respond 
with more flowers when treated to a good soil and fer- 
tilizer. They are available in pale yellow, orange, pastels, 
rose, and maroon shades; and their period of bloom dif- 
fers so that it is easy to have an abundance of flowers 
from June to September. They will bloom not only in 
the sun but in partial shade as well and are sturdy and 
more or less immune to pests. 

Day-lilies may be planted during the spring or early 
fall and should be | to 2 feet apart. To insure good 
blooms, lift, divide and replant them every third year 
A border composed of day-lilies alone in different va- 
rieties can be a glorious sight for several months. They 
spread rather rapidly so it is best not to plant them too 
close to other perennials.

Veronicas make a charming addition to any garden.

September if you cut the flowers off 
promptly as they fade. They look 
best planted in masses of one color 
and are ideal for the middle fore- 
ground of a border. Use three plants 
of one color together for effective 
masses. 

These perennials need a sunny lo- 
cation and ordinary garden soil. No 
pests seem to bother them. Plant 8 
inches apart, in either spring or fall. 


GLOBE-THISTLE (Echinops) 

A few plants of the stately globe- 
thistle with its globular blue flowers 
and dark green pinnate foliage (sil- 
ver underneath) add contrast and 
great distinction to a summer bor- 
der. They are of the easiest culture, 
thoroughly hardy, and _ pest-free; 
they will bloom either in full sun or 
light shade. The plant grows from 
4 to 5 feet high and looks particu- 
larly attractive interplanted 
with phlox. If flowers are cut off as 
soon as they fade, more blossoms 
will appear early in the fall. Plant 
12 inches apart in spring or fall. 


LOOSESTRIFE (Lythrum) 

Lythrum, more commonly known 
as loosestrife, grows almost any- 
where in sun or shade and will 
bloom from late June to September. 
It can be planted either in early 
spring or in the fall and the flowers 
should be set 10 to 12 inches apart. 
Loosestrife will do best if it receives 
plenty of moisture, particularly dur- 
ing dry spells, but otherwise it is re- 
markably undemanding. It clumps 
quite rapidly, so you will need to 
divide it every three or four years. 
Most varieties of this perennial grow 
tall and are useful at the back of the 
border. 


BEEBALM (Monarda) 

Beebalm, also referred to as Os- 
wego tea or bergamot, is an old- 
fashioned favorite. It is handsome, 
easy to grow, tough and trouble- 
free. It will bloom either in sun or 
semishade and is not fussy as to soil. 
The flowers have tubular petals, 
forming a globe, and are produced 
on 2- to 3-foot stems. The mintlike 
fragrance of its foliage and its flow- 
ers seems to act like a magnet for 
hummingbirds, which makes it all 
the nicer to have around, 

In beebalm, as in so many flowers 
today, hybridizers have made great 
improvements.

BEARDED IRIS 

A great joy every May and June 
are the spectacular blossoms of 
bearded irises. Although you 
mustn’t expect much of them the 
first year after planting, once estab- 
lished they do well and multiply 
rapidly. For the best over-all gar- 
den effect plant three rhizomes (the 
fleshy roots) of one variety and one 
color together. Space them at least 
1% feet apart. They may look a bit 
sparse the first year, but thereafter 
will soon multiply and fill in the 
empty space. 

Hybridizers are constantly work- 
ing to improve iris as to color com- 
binations and size and form of the 
flower. Some of the newest com- 
mand a price as high as thirty dol- 
lars a rhizome, while many of the 
tried and true varieties can be bought 
for as little as sixty cents each. For 
all practical purposes the latter are 
more than satisfactory. 

Irises now come in a very wide 
range of colors including white, pink, 
rose-pink, violet-blue, wine-red, ma- 
hogany-red, yellow, orange, brown, 
and even a black-violet, so dark it 
seems to be black. Some are obtain- 
able in bicolors, also. 


CORAL-BELLS (Heuchera) 


Coral-bells produce spikes of 
small, bell-shaped flowers in white, 
pink, or red. These spikes grow 
1% feet tall and are produced in 


great profusion from a low, compact | 


rosette of heart-shaped leaves. Al- 
though they will do best in a fairly 
rich, well-drained soil, coral-bells 
are actually not too fussy about it. 
However, they do require full sun, 
and will bloom from June to Septem- 
ber if all dead flower spikes are 
promptly removed. When not in 
bloom, the neat mounds of foliage 
continue to make coral-bells an at- 
tractive addition to any border.

not much disturbed by pests. 
Whether you need a low edging 
plant, a middle-sized plant for the 
center of a border, or a tall one for 
the back, you will find an aster to 
meet each of these requirements, 
and in a wide range of colors, too, 
from white through pink, rose, red, 
lavender-blue, violet, deep purple, 
yellow and blue. 

Asters are best planted in the 
spring. They can also be divided in 
the fall after blooming, if dividing is 
done early enough. Allow 2 feet of 
space between them and choose a 
sunny spot. Besides sun, they like 
plenty of moisture, so to assure a 
brilliant fall display be sure to water 
them in the hot days of August. 
They should be divided each year. 
The tall varieties should also be cut 
back at least one third from the top 
of the plant. Do this at the end of 
June to induce bushiness and heavy 
flowering. Taller varieties will stand 
up better if they are staked. 


CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

Chrysanthemums today come in 
an almost bewildering array of col- 
ors, shapes, and sizes. Here again, 
as with all other perennials, decide 
what colors and kinds you like best 
and then concentrate on groups of 
those types. Clumps or masses of 
one kind of flower or color look 
better than one of this and one of 
that nudged into a bed wherever 
there happens to be room. One of 
the deciding factors in selection 
should be what color will be most 
attractive in your house, for chrys- 
anthemums are one of the most 
practical flowers for cutting and last 
for a long time in flower arrange- 
ments. 

Chrysanthemums are available in 
single, double, pompom, button, 
spoon, and cushion types, the latter 
forming a mound of flowers. To 
become better acquainted with the 
various kinds, visit a nursery or send 
for catalogues put out by the spe- 
cialists. Although chrysanthemums 
can be purchased in the fall and 
planted while in full bloom, they do 
better when planted in the spring. 
Roots should have a chance to be- 
come well established before winter; 
otherwise the frost may kill the 
plants. 

To make the plants attractively 
bushy, pinch out the tips when 
plants are 6 inches high and con- 
tinue to pinch the side shoots until 
the middle of July.©

AWNS are a common concern of homeowners on 50-foot 
lots as well as S-acre “estates.” For if the surrounding 
turf is poor a house looks run-down or at least unkempt, no 
matter how fine the hedges or flower borders may be. Yet 
for all the attention they receive, one rarely sees a really first- 
class lawn. 

Why? Why, when so much advice on lawn-making is dis- 
tributed and so many grass seed mixtures, fertilizers, soil 
conditioners and sure-fire pest remedies are offered the grass- 
hungry gardener? 

The reason is simple. No one of these products, no matter 
how much merit it possesses, can by itself bring success. It 
is only by combining a number of practices that the gardener 
can, with justifiable assurance, look forward to success. 

Here are five steps which, if followed with reasonable care, 
will lead him to a luxuriant lawn, green all season long. 

1: The foundation. This term refers to the ground urder 
your lawn, not to the surface soil that will be prepared for 
seeding. It has to do with lack of drainage or over-drainage; 
either condition is a serious handicap. First-class turf cannot 
be maintained where water stands in pools over winter or 
for long periods after rain. And grass grows poorly, if it 
does not “burn out,” on extremely sandy soil or where rough 
fill, often containing building debris of all sorts, is covered 
over with a few inches of topsoil. The latter situation, with 
cavities, chunks of cement, tin cans, or similar materials 
buried just below the surface, sometimes occurs in develop- 
ment projects. 

If either of the above contingencies is encountered, the

owner, if he desires a really good 
lawn, must realize that he has a 
problem and take steps to solve it. 
In most cases poor drainage may be 
rectified by laying ordinary drain 
tile about 18 inches deep at 15-foot 
intervals, with a slope of at least 2 
inches to 100 feet. 

In the case of over-drainage in 
sandy soil, a 3- or 4-inch layer of 
heavy soil (clay if available) plus 
2 or 3 inches of peat moss, manure, 
or rough compost, well worked into 
the surface will provide a good foun- 
dation. Where buried rubble is the 
problem, it should be dug up and 
removed. 

Do these recommendations sound 
like too much work? Let me assure 
you that they will be much more 
satisfactory and less expensive in the 
long run than going on season after 
season trying to improve poor turf 
with expensive fertilizers, soil recti- 
fiers, weed killers (weeds always 
start where there is not thick turf to 
prevent their germination) and 
fancy grass mixtures. The founda- 
tion must be right or the lawn will 
not. However, treatments as drastic 
as those suggested above will not be 
required in ninety-nine cases out of 
a hundred. 

2: The soil. The soil in which 
grass actually makes its growth (the 
great mass of roots are found in the 
upper 3 or 4 inches) should possess, 
above all, the capacity to absorb 
and hold water. Moisture is essen- 
tial to all plant growth. Without it 
the potential nutrients in the soil— 
nitrogen, phosphorus, potassium 
and the rest—remain inert and un- 
available to the millions of thirsty 
root hairs through which plants ab- 
sorb food. Most plants require air 
in the soil as well as moisture; soil 
bacteria, which break down certain 
nutrients existing in non-available 
form, also require air. 

The soil most suitable for the ma- 
jority of plants, including lawn 
grasses, is a friable loam. This is a 
mixture of sand and clay particles 
which retains moisture well after the 
soil is wet but does not remain 
soggy. It does not bake hard after it 
dries out, as a heavy clay soil does. 
The more humus a friable loam 
contains, the more water it will ab- 
sorb, and the longer it will hold onto 
it. This has a double advantage in 
that a lawn grown on such a soil 
requires less frequent watering and 
less fertilizer, because not so much

plant food will be carried down 
through the surface soil by leaching 
and thus be largely lost to the grass 
roots. 

Good old well-rotted barnyard 
manure used to be the standard pre- 
scription for growing good turf. 
Despite improvements in commer- 
cial fertilizers, it is still the best. 
Manure provides both humus and 
readily available plant food, as well 
as a ready-made army of actively 
working bacteria. 

Unfortunately, however, manures 
in their natural state are becoming 
more and more difficult, if not im- 
possible, to obtain. So we are forced 
to find a substitute, or rather to 
make one, for there is no complete 
substitute available. We must get 
humus from one source and plant 
food from another. 

The best commercial source of 
humus that we know of and the one 
most convenient to obtain and use 
is peat moss. A 2-inch layer, pref- 
erably more, especially on sandy 
soils, should be worked into the soil 
after it has been plowed or spaded 
to a depth of at least 6 inches. Other 
good humus-providing materials in- 
clude compost (if you can get 
enough of it!), rotted sawdust, sea- 
weed, ground-up wood chips, spent 
mushroom soil and the like. 

The best method of adding humus 
to the soil without manure, espe- 
cially on a large area, is to grow and 
turn under a “green manure” crop 
such as rye, ryegrass, oats, crimson 
clover or vetch. This requires time, 
of course, but the result makes it 
well worth while in the long run. 
Crimson clover or vetch sown in 
August, or any of the others up to a 
few weeks before hard freezing, will 
provide a mass of green material to 
turn under in early spring. Rye- 
grass or clover mowed a few times 
during the season will provide a sat- 
isfactory temporary lawn during the 
summer and make a goad founda- 
tion for a permanent lawn to be 
sown in late August or September. 
You will scarcely believe your eyes 
when you see the improvement in 
the soil when the green crop has 
been turned under. 

3: Food. Now that the table is 
set, so to speak, what food are we 
going to place on it, or in it, to 
nourish hungry roots? 

The basic diet—the onion soup 
and roast beef part of the menu— 
for most grasses on most soils under 
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most conditions is a fertilizer con- 
tainirig 10% nitrogen, 6% phos- 
phoric acid and 4% potash. This 
is known as a 10-6-4 formula. In 
areas where such a formula is not 
available, supplement each 20 
pounds of 5-10-5 fertilizer (the most 
commonly available formula) with 
5 pounds of sulphate of ammonia, 
or 20 pounds of an organic fertilizer 
such as Agrinite or Milorganite, to 
get an approximately similar mix- 
ture. These amounts are sufficient 
for 1,000 square feet. 

Or you can use one of the special 
lawn fertilizers recommended for 
your type of soil. On very acid 
soils (with a pH of 5.5 or lower) it 
is advisable to apply raw ground 
limestone at the rate of 75 to 100 
pounds per thousand square feet in 
addition to the fertilizer. One of the 
new chemical weed seed destroyers 
may be added at the same time, but 
if you use it, follow directions very 
carefully. Both humus and organic 
material should be very thoroughly 
mixed into the soil. 

4: Seed and seeding. The kind or 
mixture of grasses to sow depends 
primarily upon which grasses do best 
in your area. This information is 
available from your local county 
agent. It depends also on what kind 
of a lawn you wish to have. The 
bent grasses or others that provide 


a fine-textured “velvet-smooth” turf 
require much more care than a gen- 
eral-purpose mixture. If you have 
much shade to contend with, a 
“shady” mixture may give the besi 
results. But if you have high shade 
most mixtures will prove satisfactory 
if extra food and water are given to 
compensate for the competition of 
tree roots in the soil. 

One word of caution on buying 
grass seed. Get the best you can 
find. This will not necessarily be 
the most expensive, but a dollar or 
two saved on inferior seed mixtures 
is sure to cost you several times that 
amount in aftercare and upkeep. 
And your lawn will always be in- 
ferior unless you completely remake 
it. The best time for seeding is 
either at the earliest possible mo- 
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ment in spring or in the autumn— 
late August until frost in the North. 

Even on a soil that has been 
well prepared we always make a 
final top dressing, 1 to 2 inches 
thick, of compost or peat moss 
mixed half and half with soil, sifted 
through a %-inch screen. This is 
applied and then raked smooth to 
prepare a perfect seedbed that will 
absorb water like a sponge. It will 
not dry out and cake, forming a sur- 
face crust through which young 
grass seedlings cannot readily pene- 
trate. 

Sowing is best done mechanically, 
but fairly even distribution can be 
secured by hand if the surface is 
marked off into 10-foot strips and 
half the seed sown in one direction 
and the balance at right angles to 
the first. Rake in lightly without 
pulling the soil into ridges, then roll 
the surface or, for small areas, tamp 
it down firmly. 

Getting the grass up is just as im- 
portant as getting it in. To make 
sure of success the top inch of soil 
must be kept constantly moist for 
ten days to two weeks, even if this 
means sprinkling daily, or more 
often. For this job use a mist or 
oscillating spray which will not form 
muddy spots or puddles on the sur- 
face. The ordinary rotating sprinkler 
is not suitable for this task. 

5: Aftercare. If the soil has been 
properly prepared in the first place 
lawn maintenance is a matter of 
routine. Mowing should begin when 
the grass is 3 to 4 inches high. Un- 
less the mower is a new one, have 
the blades sharpened before cutting; 
dull blades may pull out or loosen 
young grass plants. 

Once grass is established, never 
“sprinkle” the lawn; water thor- 
oughly until the soil is moist to a 
depth of 4 inches or more, even if 
you can do only a section at a time. 

If your lawa has been well made, 
three feedings a year should be suffi- 
cient: in very early spring, late 
spring and early autumn. A 10-6-4 
fertilizer (or a similar one high in 
nitrogen) at the rate of 3 to 5 
pounds per 100 square feet, depend- 
ing on condition of growth, will 
maintain a green and vigorous turf. 
If weeds occur, they must of course 
be eradicated. There are chemicals 
which do this job effectively but a 
close-knit, vigorous turf provides its 
own best protection against most 
weeds.®

NNUALS are for all gardeners— 

beginners and experts—for 

among the hundreds offered 
each year are the easy-and-quick- 
to-flower kinds as well as some very 
tricky and demanding ones. 

Color is one of the annual group’s 
finest assets. A seasoned gardener 
once remarked that women espe- 
cially must love annuals, for they 
can create new color schemes with 
them just as often as they redecorate 
their living rooms! 

But there is still more to the an- 
nuals story. There is catalog fever. 
for instance, which is manifested by 
the seasonal poring over of descrip- 
tions and pictures and the discovery 
of plants not yet tried. There is the 
planning of new combinations and 
the ordering of brand-new varieties 
as well as the old favorites. Later 
comes the sowing of seed; watching 
for young seedlings to develop like 
the colorful catalog pictures; and 
finally the satisfaction of seeing one’s 
carefully laid plans come into being. 

Here and on the next pages are 
paintings of both popular and lesser 
known annuals by Allianora Rosse, 
Flower Grower’s staff artist, lists of 
annuals by color and suggested 
planting plans—all should help you 
as you plan your garden for 1959.

Pink has long been considered 
one of the favorite garden colors. 
There is such an infinite variety of 
pink that endless combinations can 
be worked out to achieve distinction 
in the all-pink garden. Many flow- 
ering shrubs and trees also have 
pink flowers and will carry out a 
pink theme. 

Aside from using pink alone, 
there are interesting combinations 
that can be worked out with other 
colors. Gray and pink are particu- 
larly pleasing and can be achieved 
by using pink flowers with gray- 
leaved plants, wooden steps or fur- 
niture, and against gray stone. Pink 
and yellow look well together if the 
shades are chosen with care. Pink 
and blue, especially the lighter 
shades, mix well.

excellent edging plant or for window box; tolerates shade. 
Morning Glory—Fast growing vine with large clear-blue flowers;

Nemesia—Flowers best in cool weather so seed should be sown 
early; use as edging or in rock garden.

Blue annuals combine well 
with other colors 


Perhaps because there are fewer 
blue flowers than there are of most 
other colors, they are particularly 
sought after by gardeners. True sky 
blue without any overtone of red 
occurs in very few flowers and is 
greatly prized. Blue has a softening 
effect in a garden and is not at all 
difficult to use. 

An all-blue garden is seldom seen 
but it offers interesting possibilities 
and presents a real challenge. Blue 
and yellow make striking contrast. 
Blue with white or gray is good. 
Blue and red are often seen and are 
very showy. The shades of each 
should be chosen with care so no 
harshness occurs. When plants sur- 
round a garden pool, blue-flowered 
ones reflect well in the water.

A time saver: 
the peat pot 


YOU NOTICED that each 
spring the plants you buy from 
commercial growers are more 
healthy, beautiful and well grown? 
One reason for this trend is that 
commercial growers now approach 
transplanting of plants with infinite 
care and patience, making every ef- 
fort to provide the plants with 
maximum protection to reduce the 
shock that can retard their growth, 
make them more susceptible to dis- 
ease and even destroy them. The 
transplanting problem has been vir- 
tually solved by development of the 
permanent plant home—the horti- 
cultural peat pot. 

What are peat pots? As their 
name suggests, they are plant con- 
tainers made chiefly of horticultural 
peat moss (up to 70% ). Other in- 
gredients include wood pulp (ap- 
proximately 27% ) for strength and 
rigidity and fertilizing compounds 
(about 3% ) to stimulate early plant 
growth. Currently, several brands 
are being marketed and while differ- 
ences exist between the brands, all 
are tough-walled, yet permit easy 
root penetration. 

This revolutionary pot holds the 
soil and root system of the young 
plant until it is placed in the garden 
—pot with plant. The roots develop 
straight through the pot walls into 
the surrounding soil, becoming part 
of the garden. The result is uninter- 
rupted growth. The plants never are 
checked, which means that main 
roots as well as tiny feeder roots re- 
main intact. 

In addition to overcoming the 
transplanting problem, peat pots of- 
fer other advantages to commercial 
growers and home gardeners not 
found in other types of plant con- 
tainers. Anything that grows in soil 
will grow in peat pots. They are ad- 
justed to a pH (acidity) that strikes 
a happy medium for all bedding 
plants, and they contain fertilizers 
that assist growth during the first 
few weeks of a plant’s life. 

With peat pots, there is no need 
for immediate transplanting after the 
gardener purchases annuals, peren- 
nials or vegetables from the green- 


house operator. These plants are 
much easier to hold over than those 
which have been dug from flats. 
Also, laying out the flower bed is 
made easier. Gardens can be ar- 
ranged and rearranged. What gar- 
dener hasn't laid, out a border only 
to find that his spacing is poor and 
his line is not true! With peat pots, 
adjustments easily can be made. 

Not to be overlooked is the value 
of the peat itself. The best horti- 
cultural grades are used in manu- 
facturing the pots. And peat, of 
course, long has been accepted as 
an excellent soil conditioner. Every 
peat pot that goes into the garden 
contributes to the condition of that 
garden as the pot’s remains are 
worked into the soil at the end of 
the season. 

Additional advantages that have 
become obvious with use include 
faster planting because there is no 
root separation or pot removal; 
superior growth before transplant- 
ing, caused by presence of fertilizers

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and moisture reservoir in pots; and 
no pot binding, as roots are allowed 
to range back and forth through the 
entire soil ball as well as walls of the 
pot. Also important is that peat 
pots, which are not reusable, are 
free of pathogens likely to lurk in 
old, unsterilized flats and other types 
of used containers. 

How to handle peat pots. Always 
remember that the pot is a reservoir 
of moisture. The peat fibers soak up 
large quantities of water and main- 
tain soil moisture on an even level 
by supplying more as it is needed. 
If the gardener pots his own plants, 
he must not lose sight of the fact 
that the reservoir is empty to start 
with, and it must be filled. Growers 
accomplish this by giving the pots 
two thorough waterings about an 
hour apart after the plants have 
been potted. 

With the reservoir filled, the pot 
will keep the soil moist for an ex- 
tended period of time. Consequently, 
do not overwater. A heavy water- 
ing again should be applied just be- 
fore and after the plant and pot are 
plunged into the garden. 

Plants in peat pots should go into 
normally fertile garden soil, after 
which an ordinary fertilizing pro- 
gram is followed. If the gardener is 
growing his own seedlings, cuttings 
or bulbs in the pots, the fertilizer in 
the pot walls should be sufficient 
during the early weeks of growth. 

The gardener buying plants in 
peat pots or setting out his own 
plants may notice roots which have 
already grown through the pot wall. 
li might appear surprising to see 
roots exposed to the air where they 
could dry out. Tests have indicated 
that this condition does no harm to 
the plant. The root system in a peat 
pot develops in the same way as a 
system right in the garden, with roots 
interlacing throughout the whole soil 
mass. 

Where are they available? Peat 
pots are being used more and more 
each year by commercial growers 
who produce flower and vegetable 
plants for the garden trade. In any 
sizable community the back-yard 
gardener should be able to purchase 
plants growing in these peat pots. 
For the hardy souls who like to start 
their own plants, retail packages of 
peat pots in many sizes are available 
from mail order concerns, at garden 
centers, florists’ shops and at many 
hardware stores—G. CARL BALL

March can drift us fence- 
high in snow. Or drench us 

with bone-chilling wind and rain. 
Yet March is spring for all that and 
we feel it in the marrow, just as we 
see it in each swollen bud tip and in 


each thickened branch outlined 
against the sky. 

No day in March is like another. 
The chores that flood so_ thickly 
upon us are as varied as they are in- 
consistent, yet the pattern is there. 
The urge and thrust of the year are 
with us in earnest. A glance at the 
record shows us what a mixed bag 
March really is. The wise man leans 
with the wind and takes his luck as 
it comes to him. The wise gardener, 
too, leans with the wind. 

A year ago, our most fickle of 
months began with a warm night 
and a springlike morning. We were 
not deceived, yet we did yield to the 
charm of it and seeded some Col- 
linsia bicolor in the wildflower bed. 
We could not find Collinsia verna, 
the true blue-eyed Mary. Few flow- 
ers are more lovely, especially if 
growing wild. A hundred pounds of 
lime was spread as evenly as pos- 
sible on our new asparagus bed and 
on the rhubarb, too, as yet showing 
not a single tip. Some MERION Ken- 
tucky blue-grass was seeded on the

bare spot where a black walnut had 
stood. It grew too near our young 
orchard, for black walnuts will de- 
stroy fruit saplings in no time. While 
near the orchard, we painted over 
all pruning scars as a precaution. 
It is through such open wounds that 
infection can and often does strike at 
a young tree. 

All day a cardinal knocked at his 
reflection in our library window. 
Snow crocuses opened—a delight if 
ever there was one. Wild garlic 
lifted greener in the meadow. Alder 
catkins swayed above the swamp 
across the lane. Maple tips were 
ruddy. Grass had suddenly livened. 
The night before some coon hunters’ 
lanterns had starred on the hill 
across the brook and we could hear 
their hounds baying at a not-so- 
distant den-tree. March had come 
in like a lamb and we loved it. 

Next day we spread five bales of 
wheat straw in the sheep pens and 
in their new outdoor shed. Protec- 
tive wire screening was set around 
a willow, a young swamp maple and 
a trumpet-creeper, all near the barn 
and the springhouse, where sheep 
have access. How they do love to 
gnaw and nibble bark and branch 
tips! Eighty pounds of 5-10-10 were 
put on the new asparagus bed and 
on the rhubarb, limed the day be-

fore. Eighty more pounds of 5-10-10 
went on the bank roses near the 
house. We found a chance also to 
paint a long trellis fixed to the east 
wall where a pyracantha would go 
later. Wheat was greening under the 
genial sun. We knew the sunshine 
could not last. 

Chores never cease. Nor do they 
repeat very often. Weather still 
holding, we manured our black rasp- 
berry canes and sprayed all rasp- 
berries with lime-sulphur solution. 
Wood ashes from last winter's 
hearths were scattered over our bank 
roses by the drive. The tool shed 
was given a spring cleaning, long 
overdue. For variety, my good wife 
Nancy had a spill while riding. No 
harm done. She was in the saddle 
again in no time. 

By midweek, we had two wren 
houses in place in the terrace syca- 
mores. The lilac clump was pruned. 
It has been here a hundred years, I 
dare say, and needs care each spring 
as dead wood collects. In the marsh, 
the tiny flower of the skunk cab- 
bage hid in the curl of the spathe, 
one of the year’s first blossoms for 
those who seek it. Next day there 
was ice on the creek. Near the barn, 
bulb tips rose stiffly through solid 
sheets of ice, just to remind us that 
this was March. To keep warm, we 
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moved a pile of spare posts and rails 

to the barn for safekeeping, then 
sawed wood into lengths for tomato 
frames. Blue-grass was showing 
color now in spite of the rawness of 
the air and the bite of a bone-chill- 
ing, rheumy fog. 

Watercress greens early. It did so 
now as the first week of March drew 
to a close. Bluebirds were all about. 
Downy woodpeckers and nuthatches 
climbed up and down and every- 
which-way on the suet bar by the 
kitchen window. We found a chance 
to seed cabbages and cauliflower in 
flats for transplanting much later. 
Then we reset a few frost-heaved 
bulbs. Most of our fall planting had 
held firmly. All the old bulbs were 
safely deep. Winter jasmine (Jas- 
minum nudiflorum) still blossomed 
on the terrace wall. Indoors, for- 
sythia branches and the freesias were 
in flower along with geraniums, 
begonias and the rest. 

Through wind and weather, low 
aconite kept flowering—a_ lasting, 
golden blossom—despite a light fall 
of snow on the twelfth. Snowdrops 
were in flower too, near the crocuses 
by the rock. As the snow melted we 
removed most of the heavy mulch 
from the rhubarb, leaving manure 
and top-dressing. We applied 5-10- 
10 to the new grapes, the raspberries 
and the blackberries. Lawn shrubs 
and the big rock were raked clear of 
leaves. Crankcase oil was brushed 
lightly on some new bricks of the 
north terrace to make them match 
the weathered old ones. A bit of 
coarse tobacco had been stirred into 
the oil for color. This sounds odd, 
but the result was pleasing. A busy, 
much-done day. 

More crocuses kept coming into 
flower in spite of cold wind, sleet, 
rain—and thunder. The mourning 
doves were calling in their melan- 
choly way. First robins showed on 
the lawn near the silver-bell tree. 
Later it cleared. The birds had been 
right; there was a touch of spring in 
the air. 

The end of the week was busier 
than ever. We planted two dormant 
GOLDEN SHOWERS roses. by the west 
wall of the kitchen. We pruned two 
walnut trees of winter-torn limbs. 
PRITCHARD tomatoes were seeded in 
flats. One Chinese holly was 
stripped of its burlap tent and found 
to be in fine fettle. Gnats and grey 
moths were suddenly in evidence, 
especially towards evening—not a

good sign, though a token of spring. 
For a week now we had watched 
floating strands of gossamer, another 
hint of winter’s passing. A lovely 
day ended in rain, with the stream 
in noisy spate. 

When it cleared, salt hay was 
raked off roses. We measured the 
vegetable patch and found it now 
reduced to 30 by 68 feet. Three of 
us can live off that in abundance all 
the year round. At one time it was 
twice as large and far too much for 
summer picking and winter’s freezer. 

How by mid-March—though it is 
still raw and cold—the Signs of 
spring do multiply! Treetops and 
branch tips were swollen, as we 
have said, and most of them red. 
Aspen catkins moved softly in the 
breeze. Mergansers, a duck and a 
drake, had come nest hunting above 
the mill. Cock pheasants were 
everywhere, ku-klucking brazenly. 
Killdeer whistled their plaintive call, 
as they do in spring. Liverwort and 
leucothoe flowered the same day. 
As the garden soil was turned, it 
showed a rich, moist brown—a 
sleek, wholesome color—though it 
asked for a touch of sun to dry it. 

When we uncovered, partially, a 
bed of straw-banked new roses, they 
did not look too well. Later, most 
of them responded to spring and re- 
covered. Four of them died; we 
never knew why. Baskets were lifted 
from our small boxbushes by the 
third week of March. Chickweed 
was pulled, at least some of it, from 
the site of the cutting row, already 
spaded. Permanent borders were 
uncovered, save for a light mulch. 
Holes were dug for twenty-four new 
raspberry canes. Beets and salsify 
were seeded in the garden—first 
vegetable seed planted this year. 

On St. Patrick’s Day, we planted 
two double rows of MAMMOTH 
ExTRA EarLy peas, part of a row of 
AMERICA spinach, PREMIER GREAT 
LakKEs lettuce, CHERRY BELLE rad- 
ish, two rows of yellow and white 
onions, together with six CUMBER- 
LAND, six NEWBURGH and five 
LATHAM raspberries. It is not al- 
ways that we can get first peas in so 
early, but the seventeenth is the tra- 
ditional lucky day and we strive for 
it. In addition to the garden truck, 
we planted a mountain-laurel near 
the west terrace herb bed. Anemone 
blanda atrocaerulea blossomed in 
honor of the day—the exquisitely 
lovely Greek windflower. We never 
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see enough of them, though each 
year in the fall we try to plant some 
fifty or so more of these little bulbs. 

Old-fashioned roses, Rosa gal- 
lica versicolor and Damascus roses, 
were planted near the pink dogwood 
next to the kitchen. Sixty MARTHA 
WASHINGTON asparagus plants were 
put in as replacements in vacant 
places of our new bed. Heartsease 
was in flower, of course, as it is al- 
most every month of the year, if we 
look for it. A LyNGoLp forsythia 
was sited near the farmhouse spring. 
It is a glorious sort. A sweet pepper- 
bush was planted near the barnyard 
wall. Two St. Johnworts, (hyperi- 
cum HIDCOTE) went in near the old 
birdbath. Our hollies the 
cherry-laurels were given a good 
mulch of peat, as was the boxwood. 
A large English lavender bush was 
moved from its winter quarters in 
the cold frame to its permanent site 
in the herb bed. Chionodoxa had 
blossomed and so had periwinkle. 
We built a ramp over the sill at the 
sheep-pen door, for our young Suf- 
folk lambs to climb. How varied 
are our chores, once we paused to 
list them, and what a delight we 
find in the doing! 

A golden-chain tree (laburnum) 
was planted just west of the garden. 
A HEVER CASTLE butterfly-bush was 
planted near the so-called green bed. 
Each day some time was spent on 
shrubs and flowers, some on the 
young orchard, some on the sheep 
and about the farm, but more and 
more on the vegetable garden 
IMPERATOR Carrots, and one double 
row Of FORDHOOK WONDER peas 
were seeded. Lenten-roses (Helle- 
borus orientalis atrorubens) were in 
flower. So were the American elms 
and the maples. 

The last week of March opened 
with more mourning doves in the 
lane. Wire screening was removed 
from the fruit trees. Dandelions— 
hardy souls—showed in the 
meadow, where they should not. 
Hepatica and rue anemone were 
thick in Melbrook wood. Spice- 
bush was in flower near the orchard. 
We ran wires on the raspberry 
stakes. One double row of Lax- 
TONIAN peas was planted, making 
five double rows in all. Also, a clus- 
ter of sweet-peas was got in. They 
did poorly. Several white pine and 
spruce saplings were moved to a 
permanent setting on the slope.

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a pussy willow, a Washington thorn 
and two cherry-laurels, where places 
had been prepared for them. Much 
of our planting is‘ blocked out on 
paper a year or more ahead. Then 
we wait for the right season and the 
exigencies of the budget. Four 
fairly large cedars were moved down 
from the hill to our library corner. 
Five Persian lilacs, a gift from 
nearby Pippin Hill, were carefully 
replanted above the vegetable gar- 
den. Roses were partially uncovered 
where earth had banked them all 
winter. Near Skycastle we saw our 
first snake of spring in the lane. Yet 
it was really cold with a high wind. 
Pine needles shone like silver in the 
crystal air, whirling about like 
leaves. One wren box blew down 
and St. Francis was toppled from his 
shelter near the herb bed. 

Lily-of-the-valley pips were scat- 
tered over and then dug in the 
myrtle along the drive. Eighteen 
English ivy plants were got in along 
the library wall. Eight flower pots 
on the west terrace wall were filled 
with fresh earth in preparation for 
April planting. Bone meal and 
manure were given an ilex bush— 
by some stupid blunder. These are 
two things that hollies do not need. 
Peat moss and acid soil, of course, 
are their real dish. Overhead, the 
Canada geese, white wedged on 
neck, still cut the sky, arrowing 
northward. Spring ploughing had 
begun on our fields and those of our 
neighbors, yet at dawn ice showed 
on the pools and puddles. Daffodils 
blossomed by the spring. 

Chilly wind, sun and rain, how 
typically the month ended. Blue 
squills loved it. We planted prim- 
roses, English daisies, heartsease 
(pansies) and violas in the terrace 
borders. Bloodroots opened on the 
bank and in the wood. Winter jas- 
mine, bless it, still flowered. 

On the thirty-first, we put in five 
VALENTINE rhubarb plants. As 
light snow fell we took the oppor- 
tunity to clean the lower barn. A 
pile of branches and tree limbs, col- 
lected from winter storms, was 
burned. At the martin house, high 
on its pole, starlings and sparrows 
strove for occupancy, though the 
shelters were far too small for the 
starlings. Last year it was the blue- 
birds, but never a martin. Why? 
A busy month, a wind and weather 
month, much done, much still for 
the doing. We loved it.®

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How to make 
a pygmy 
water-lily pool 


F OR little cost you can make a 
pygmy lily pond out of an oil 
or alcohol drum, or a vinegar or 
sauerkraut barrel. 

Cut the drum or barrel in half 
horizontally. Wash oat the two sec- 
tions carefully with a good detergent 
to remove all traces of the original 
contents. Next dig a hole in the 
ground so that the container will fit 
and be level. Leave about | inch of 
the barrel or drum above the soil 
level to keep rain water from wash- 
ing into the barrel from the sur- 
rounding soil. Clay tile, round or 
square, ordinary water pails or clay 
flower pots may be used as con- 
tainers to hold the water-lily roots. 

Because these miniature pools are 
too small to accommodate the large- 
flowered water-lilies, try these pyg- 
my varieties: Hardy type—JOANNE 
PRING, rich pink; AURORA, rose- 
yellow to red; WHITE PYGMy, white, 
and YELLOW PyGmy, yellow. Trop- 
ical group—RoOyYAL PuRPLE, rich 
purple; DAUBEN, light lavender-blue; 
PATRICIA, a lovely crimson, and 
COLORATA. 

The plant containers are filled 
with a mixture of rich topsoil, pref- 
erably of a clay texture. To three 
parts of soil add one part well-rotted 
or dehydrated cow manure, which is 
obtainable at a dairy farm or 
nursery. Mix well. Fill to within 2 
inches of the container top. Place 
water-lily roots so that the crown 
(point where leaves and roots join) 
is a bit higher than the top of the 
planter. Over the soil add a layer of 
sand at least 1 inch thick. 

Arrange the containers inside the 
drum or barrel sections to suit your 
taste. Next, plant oxygenating plants 
in smaller tiles or pots. These plants 
serve the purpose of absorbing im- 
purities and freeing oxygen, an ac- 
tion that keeps the water crystal 
clear and prevents the formation of 
algae, often referred to as green 
scum. Oxygenating plants grow 
completely beneath the surface of 
the water. Do not plant them in the

The Home 


Greenhouse 


by VICTOR GREIFF 


Mes is THE MONTH when the 
greenhouse does most for the 
year-round gardener. The days have 
lengthened, the sun is stronger, the 
load on the heating system is lighter 
and the indoor climate is almost 
perfect. Plants of many kinds re- 
spond at the same time to produce a 
colorful show—forced bulbs, an- 
nuals, begonias, flowering shrub 
branches and amaryllis. 

Similar motivation drives throngs 
to rush through the unpredictable 
(or predictably miserable) March 
weather to the spring flower shows. 
Through their doors lies spring in 
full bloom. The dirt gardener looks 
at each exhibit as possibly his and 
imagines it in his greenhouse. A 
crab-apple tree in full bloom may 
get a second look but since it would

grow to the roof of his greenhouse 
he passes it by. But for anything 
choice that could conceivably fit 
into his tiny glass domain he has 
a covetous eye, a pencil and note- 
book. Perhaps he will get more in- 
formation about a plant from some 
of the garden club and plant society 
members that contribute their time 
to these shows. The motivation of 
these volunteer groups is not under- 
stood by the uninitiated outsider. 
Having participated, one learns the 
thrill of creation, preparation and 
showman-like readiness for opening 
day. Added to this is the satisfac- 
tion that comes from spreading in- 
formation, answering questions till 
feet and vocal cords tire—a true 
gardener’s pleasure. 

Cut flowers and pot plants ex- 
hibited by commercial growers are 
always subjects of keen competition 
and are often the standards which 
the amateur strives for. He goes 
home with a balanced charge of 
hope and discouragement, full of 
plans for a better and fuller year- 
round garden. 

Our gardener goes home to think 
of approaching summer and prepare 
for it. He may sow some seeds of 
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the cold-loving perennials in flats 
which will soon be moved to the 
cold frame. Many of the tender 
annuals will also be started where 
they can be given bottom heat from 
an electric cable. Usually handled 
this way are double petunia, ver- 
bena, dahlia, tithonia and lobelia. 

The joy of the really cool house 
this season comes from the fragrant 
feathery acacias or wattles as they 
are called in their native Australia. 
There seem to be innumerable va- 
rieties of these but most compact 
and vigorous is Acacia armata. The 
dark green phyllodes (flat expanded 
petioles that fulfill the function of 
the leaves) are closely spaced. One 
edge is straight and held close to 
the stem while the other edges, 
somewhat wavy, give the branch the 
appearance of a thick cattail. Out 
of these grow the fluffy yellow balls 
characteristic of this plant. It re- 
quires only to be kept above freez- 
ing in winter plus ventilation, rather 
than heat, at the season when it 
flowers. 

Outside once more into bleak 
March we are indeed thankful for 
our little glass house that makes so 
much possible.®

HUBARB has long been one of our 

family’s favorites, so with a 
patch of six vigorous plants sprout- 
ing forth that early spring day, we 
had more than plenty to fill our 
needs.

Remove slightly frozen mixture to 
bowl and beat with electric beater 
until mixture is a smooth mush. 
Gently fold in whites. Spoon mixture 
back into refrigerator tray and 
freeze until firm. Serves six.’

ONE OF THE PLEASANT 
discoveries of last year, 
introduced by Inter- 
. State Nurseries, was the 
new strawberry, OGALLALA. Such a 
name! Indian no doubt—but the 
way I pronounce it, it sounds like a 
turkey gobbling. But name or no, 
these are real strawberries. FLOWER 
Grower’s John R. Whiting and 
Margaret C. Ohlander both raved to 
me about this variety which they 
tasted on their visit last summer to 
Shenandoah, lowa. ‘And flavor is 
not OGALLALA’s only boasting point. 
This cold Michigan area always has 
a late frost which nips the blossoms 
of June-bearing strawberries—espe- 
cially in the gardens of improvidents 
like me who cover and uncover 
every night except the frosty one. 
Well, now it won't matter. OGAL- 
LALA can take it. Even when the 
top blossoms are frosted, others 
quickly take their places. They 
were the first ripe fruit in my plot, 
and the last berries were picked 
November 8. This on plants set our 
in April! 

Incidentally, experts 
point out that early 
spring planting lets the 
plants get ‘situated’ and 
off to a good start. It will be inter- 
esting to see how OGALLALA com- 
pares with Rep Ricu this year. 
Seems to me everbearers are the 
answer to a small-plot gardener’s 
prayer. They take no more space 
than June-bearing varieties but pro- 
duce fruit for four or five months 
rather than for a week or ten days. 
The newer varieties have a lot of 
fruit in June, then continue to pro- 
duce usable amounts until hard 
freezes. This means tuat fewer fruits 
need to be preserved, thus releasing 
that expensive freezer space for 
more seasonal crops. Then, too, if 
you have never eaten it you have 
no concept of how delectable a 
strawberry shortcake is in October. 
Gives one a feeling of kingly ele- 
gance. Don’t overlook the other

A new approach 
to gardening 
without soil 


OR SOME YEARS, one of the chief 

projects of the experimental gar- 
dener has been hydroponics—grow- 
ing plants in the absence of soil. In 
theory, it is a very simple procedure, 
consisting of growing plants in a 
more-or-less sterile material and 
supplying the necessary growing 
nutrients in a liquid form. 

In the past, it has been difficult 
for the home gardener to secure the 
soluble chemicals, and the inert 
growing material was cumbersome 
and also at times out of reach of the 
amateur. 

A recent experiment in hydro- 
ponic gardening in a_ penthouse 
garden in New York City has opened 
the way to more successful soilless 
culture by amateurs.

bie QUICKEST WAY to better gar- 
dening—and one of the surest 
ways—is through better soil. Over 
and above everything else, good soil 
is responsible for getting the best 
out of the plants you grow whether 
it be thousands of individual grass 
plants in your lawn or the specimen 
trees and shrubs in your foundation 
planting. 

Good soil starts with its prepara- 
tion—but it doesn’t end there. Very 
few of us are blessed with perfect 
soil when we embark on our gar- 
dening ventures. Almost every 
soil must be tilled and amended at 
the outset—often every year—and 
maintained throughout the season. 


A small garden tractor has been 


the means for better soil in many 
gardens by providing the proper till- 
age and mixing of amendments 
throughout the upper layer of top- 
soil—especially in those gardens 
that are too large to do by hand and 
too small for regular farm equip- 
ment.

second is a pulling tractor with con- 
ventional plow. In either case it is 
possible to work the soil to #depth 
of 4 to 6 inches, which is usually 
ample for most garden plants and 
vegetables. 

Two new ideas in small tractors 
are fast becoming popular with gar- 
deners. The first of these is the 
multi-purpose unit. This is many 
tools in one. There is one engine 
and handle but to this can be ap- 
plied a tiller, mower, edger and many 
other components. These are, not 
attachments in the true sense of the 
word since the engine and com- 
ponent make up a complete unit in 
appearance and performance. 

The second innovation is the four- 
wheeled riding tractor. When home 
properties reach a size of an acre or 
so, there are times when the added 
feature of riding is most appreciated. 

Although not exactly classified as 
tools, the proper soil amendments 
are certainly important in creating 
and maintaining better soil. Amend- 
ments are those things added to the 
soil to either raise the nutrient level 
(fertilizers ) or improve the structure 


| or water-holding capacity (organic 


matter or soil builders). 

Heading the list of amendments 
is plant food. Plant food is lost from 
the soil quite readily—the plants, 
of course, use a fair share and some 
is lost in the water that percolates 
through the soil—this is called 
leaching. It is apparent, then, that 
plant food should not only be added 
at the time of soil preparation but 
also as the plants grow. 


The old stand-by for many gar- | 


deners is the dry fertilizer which now 
comes specially blended for general 


garden use, for roses, lawns, acid- | 


loving and other plants. This, of 
course, should be worked into the 
soil where it will be readily available 
to the roots. 

Soluble fertilizers are most useful 
in many situations. Some gardeners 
use the dry plant food for their in- 
itial soil preparation and _ solubles 
for supplemental feedings. A con- 
venient way of applying soluble fer- 
tilizers is with a hose dispenser. 
This mixes the fertilizer with the 
water as it flows through the hose. 

Another important element in 
good soil and its maintenance is a 
sufficient level of organic matter. In 
most instances this must be incorpo- 
rated at the time of preparation. In 
addition to organic matter, there are
